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The firm "Jugonafta”, which receives and stores naphtha and gasoline 
imported to Yugoslavia, is located near Sustjepan, across from Mokosica# 
Before Jorld Jar II there were six tanks for storing naphtha and 
gasoline at this location but during the war one of the tanks 'was damaged 
beyond repair# It was removed after a ho war and the other five tanks 
were reconditioned. Three tanks have a capacity of 100 wagons each, 
and two tank3 have a capacity of SO wagons each: a total of 460 wagons, 
or 4,600 tons, in all#
